Under the 
circumstances, with the whole country 
overflowing with sympathy for the 
wounded president and tender considera- 
tion for his family, it was natural that 
Tux Constitution and every other 
representative of public opinion 
should cordially indorse the motives of 
those who inaugurated the subscription. 
We were even disposed to compare the 
promptness and spontaneity of this 
movement with the atlair which Mr. 
George Jones, of New York, has had in 
tow, carrying the bat of General Grant 
from city to city with the attitude and 
persistency of a professional mendicant. 
Under all the circumstances, however, 
we must be permitted to recall, for pur- 
poses of revision, the cordial indorse- 
ment based on the first telegram 
sent out at the instance of Mr. 
Oyrus W. Field to the . effect that 
$250,000 had been subscribed by the 
chamber of commerce, It has transpired 
that this telegram was premature, and it 
follows, therefore, that all comments and 
congratulations of which it was the basis 
were also premature. The chamber of 
commerce did not subscribe $250,000, 
and thus far the amount has not been 
made upat ail. Instead of this, we ba 
the spectacle—and it is an inharmonious

gree of that picturesque. notoriety after 
which his soul seems to pant. We 
would not be understood as harshly 
Criticizing these efforts of Mr. Field. 
He is evidently a well-meaning gentle 
man“who thought he saw an opportunity 
to connect himself somewhat prominent- 
ly with the sympathy and enthusiasm of 
the people, but the result has shown that 
his efforts are untimely.  Well-meaning 
people are not always famous for discern- 
ment. They may have a lively appre- 
ciation of what is proper and improper 
and yet be unable to perceive the delicate 
shades and subtle graduations that fit be- 
tween. Thereis nothing improper in 
Mr. Field’s attitude, but his flatulent 
energy and enthusiasm in this business 
will long be remembered because of ifs 
untimeliness and its inappreciation 
of all the elements of harmony.

It 
is not in tune with the feelings of the 
people, and is not in the direction of 
their sympathies.

We trust thatthe 
money will be raised; that it will be 
tendered to Mrs. Garfield, and that, 
through the president, she will firmly 
decline to touch it. This will at onte 
give Mr. Field prominence as a promoter 
of benefactions, and afford the president 
an opportunity of gracefully declining to 
receive the fund.

But by far 
the largest proportion of negroes are never 
really knowntous. They are not employed 
in private houses nor in the business houses, 
bat drifc off to themselves, and are almost 
as far from the white people, so far as all 
practicsl benefits of associaiion are conr 
cerned, as if the two races never met. A 
study of this class of our population ip 
Yesterday a ConstTi- 
,UTION reporter, while sitting ia 
the arcade of the Kimball, conceived 
the idea of writing up briefly some of the 
most prominent hauvts and homes of these 
people. Sailying fortb, be drifted down 
the shady side of Décatur street to the rear 
of the handsome block of buildiogs which 
front the Kimbal!, where he found the first 
negro establishment which was to come 
under his observation. It was a negro bar- 
ber shop, and inside some eight or ten mea 
who, a few years ago, were slaves, were sub 
mitting their boards to the tonsorial artisus 
with all the free and easy style of profes 
sional bloods. 

Bat the reporter grew tired and turned 
away from the barber pole establishment 
and drifted on duwn to the corner of Ivy. 
It was pearly sundown and the street was 
packed with colored people of every size 
and class—big, little, old, young, black, 
yellow, mad, happy, ead, men, boys, 
women, girls, all together ith 
such a squirm of confusion as 
lo require an expert to make his way 
aiong the sidewalk in anything like a@ sat; 
isfactory manner. As usual an ice crean} 
vender had gone into camp at the corner 
and at reguiar intervals of thirty seconds 
bis lusty voice would announce that he 
was disposing of ice cream of an unsu! 
passed quality, “cold and hard.’ 

One thing that caught the attention of 
the reporter was the fact that in place of 
what was once a most objectionable place 4 
gentleman was arranging fora first-class 
establishment to. occupy the corner room 
of the old Willingham building.

It was the room 
under the building at the corner of Ivy and 
Decatur, and was certainly one of the worst 
places inthe city. Negroes ofthe very 
worst type would congregate there and 
play cards, smoke and drink. It was a fit 
place to bear a harvest of criminals and 
doubtless many daring crimes bad their 
conception there Itis now, however, in 
the hands of good men and is inevery way 
a satisfactory piace. 

Another piace that does no credit to the 
locality is at the corner of Decatur and 
Collins streets. Here worthiess negroes 
congregate, and a little further up Collins,

The Jennings Cooling Apparatas. 

Mr. Jenning’s cooling ee in use at 
the white house consists of a cast iron cham- 
ber about 10 feet long and 3 wide and 3 high, 
filled with vertical iron frames covered with 
cotton terry or Turkish toweling. These 
screens are placed one-balf an inch apart, 
and represent some 3.000 feet of coolin 
surface. Immediately over these votthenl 
screnes is placed a coil of inch iron pipe, 
the lower side of which is filied with fine 
perforations. Into a galvanizing iron tank, 
holding 100 gallons ef water, is put finely 
granulated or shaved ice (and salt when a 
low temperature is required). This water 
is sprayed upon the sheets in the 
lower tank constantly. In each end 
of the iron chamber 
ings thirteen inches 
the outer end of this chamber is a pipe 
connecting with an outdoor air conductor. 
Tp the opposite end is connected a similar 
pipe netier intoan ice chamber at its top, 
and from the bottom of the same & pipe 
leads to a small exhaust fan, and from the 
fan the now cold and dry air is forced di- 
rect into the president’s room, through a 
flue some 20 feet in length.
